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MATIONAL HERD iNCREASES—-The total number of cattle in Botewana increased during 1980 
as cattle sales declined sharply, according to figures released on Monday by the 
Agricultural Statistics Unit, of the Minietry of Agriculture. Prom July 1979 to 
July 1980, the national herd increased by 3.3% to approximately three sillion cattle. 
During the same period, 4 total of 205,000 cattle were sold, 4 decrease of nearly 
25%, from the previous year caused primarily by closure of the Botewana Meat Con- 
@ission (BNC) as 4 result of Poot and Mouth Disease. The Nation's 1,154,000 cows 
gave birth to 677,000 calwes, for 4 cow-calf relationship of 56%. Thies is down 

only slightly fram the 59% reported in the previous year. Livestock is the sainstay 
of Botewana’s agricultural economy, with 70% of the country's farmere holding cattle. 
Average herd size per farmer is slightiy ower 50 cattle. Of the 80,000 farmere in 
Botewana, 56,000 produce cattle, «4 release from the Ministry saye. Additional pro-

MORE GOATS PRODUCED--Botewana farmers produced more goate and less sheep during | 980 
than in previous years, according to figures released thie week by the Agricultural 
Statistics U it of the Minietry of Agriculture. Pron July 1979 to July 1980, the 
size of the national goat herd increased by 3,5%, to a total of 640,000 animals. Of 
Botewana’s 80,000 total farms, 46,000 (or 57.5%) held goats; average herd size per 
fereer is 14 goats. During the same period, the size of the national sheep herd 
contiqued to decline, dropping by 2% to a total of nearly 150,000 animals. Thies is 
@ slower rate of decline than in previous years. Wearly 14,000 (or 17.5%) of 
Botewana's fares held sheep; average herd size per farmer is 11 sheep. Additional 
information about Botewana’s 1980 sheep and goat production is contained in the 1980 
Botewana Agricultural Statistics publication which is available at the: Agricultural 
Statistics Unit of the Ninietry of Agriculture.

FOOD PRODUCTION HIGH--Botewana's preauction of ite four main food crops sorghum, 
maize, millet and be: .«© increased to 4 total 45,000 tone ae compared to the previous 
drought stricken yea's *#,000 tons. A presse release from the Agricultural Statistics 
Unit indicates that sorghum remaine Botewana’s main food crop, with 29,000 tone 
produced, followed by aaize with .1,600 tons. According to the release the two 
factors that accounted for the sh.cp imerease were that more land was cultivated 

and a much higher yield per hectire. In 1980 alone, over 285,000 hectares were 
brought under cultivation an is rease of gore than 100,000 hectares than that of 
1979. The average yield for the four food crops was 220 kilograms per hectare 
harvested compared to less than 100 kilograms per hectare in 1979. Of the 80,000 
farms in Botewana, nearly 66,000 planted crops; 55,000 or 83% harvested the crops, 
with an average area planted per farm at 4.1 hectares. Three of every four hec- 
tares planted were hearvested in 1979. Wationally 218,000 hectares were harvested, 
compared to hectares harvested in 1979.

ETHIOPLA-PDRY JOINT COMMUNIQUE ISSUED 
Addie Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 18 Feb 61 pp i, 5 


{Text} Sectaliet Ethiopia and the People's Democratic Republic of Yemen (PDRY) 
have condemned the dangerous activities by tmperailiet estates in the Red Sea, 
Gulf and Indian Ocean area and have reaffirmed their determination to make the 
region 4 sone of peace. 


Thies is contained in 4 joint statement issued yesterday evening here and in Aden 
at the conclusion of 4 five-day working vieit to Socialist Ethiopia by Comrade 
Ali Naeeer Mohammed, General Secretary of the Central Committee of the Yemeni 
Socialiat Party and Chairman of the Presidium of the People's Supreme Council and 
Council of Minietere of the People's Democratic Republic of Yemen (PDRY). 





Comrade Ali Nasser Mohammed paid 4 working visit to Socialist Ethiopia upon the 
friendly invitation extended to hie by Comrade Chairman Mengistu Haile-Marian, 
Chairman of the Provisional Military Administrative Council (PMAC) and of COPWE 
and Commander-in-Chief of the Revolutionary Army. 


In their joint statement, the two sides agreed that the inetallation of military 
bases by the U.S. Administration in Somalia and Oman and all military manoeuvres

scientific socialiem and of proletarian internationaliem and consider these 
positive developments a great factor which encourage their two peoples in the 
struggle for the construction and defence of their respective countries and cevolu- 
tione a6 well ae the cause of independence, democracy, peace and social progress 
throughout the world. 


The two sides reviewed the progress made in the implementation of the various 
agreement made by the two countries in the political, diplomatic, economic, eci- 
entific, technical, trade, cultural, military and other fields. They agreed that 
co-operation is expanding successfully. 


The two sides reaffirmed that they attach great importance to the further develop- 
ment of mutual contacte and exchanges of views and experiences, widening co-operation 
in the political, diplorwtic, economic, technological, cultural, military and other 
fields. 


The leader of ti) People's Democratic Republic of Yemen expressed solidarity with 
the Ethiopian Revolution and reaffirmed his country's militant support to the 
Ethiopian people in their struggle to reetructure their society along social ist 
lines. In this context, Comrade Ali Nasser Mohammed hailed the establishment of 

the Commission for Organizing the Party of the Working People of Ethiopia as well as 
the various decisions of the First Congrees and the Second Plenary Session of the 
Central Committee of the Commission. He affirmed that the decisions of the last 
Session of the Central Committee of COPWE will contribute significantly towards the 
political, social and economic transformation of the country.

American adminietration to reverse the previous position concerning the produc- 
tion and deployment of the Neutron Bomb. 


Both sides also expressed grave concern at the new U.8. policy which considers 
legitimate national liberation movements in Africa, the Middle Bast, Asia and 
Latin America which . re etruggling for freedom, independence and social progress ae 
international terroriste and aime at subverting these movements and at interfering 
in the internal affaires of the independent states in these region. [ae published) 


Socialist Ethiopia and the People's Democratic Republic of Yemen vigorously con- 
demm this policy since it enhances the chance for military conflict and call upon 
all peace and freedom-loving states to co-ordinate their efforte with a view to 
preventing the further deterioration of the situation and to struggle for the 
con. inuation of the process of detente and peaceful co-operation thereby counter- 
acting the sinister moves of imperialist forces and their accomplices. 


The two leaders further expressed grave concern over the feverish military activi- 
ties of imperialist powers, and in particular the establishment and expansion of 
U.S. military bases on the Red Sea, the Indian Ocean and the Gulf area. They 
reaffirmed that such activities and the deployment by the U.S. of the so-called 
“quick intervention force” pose a direct threat to the security of the countries of 
the region and conetitute 4 grave danger to regional and international peace and 
security, as well as to the liberation process in the region and the peaceful 
development of the states of the region. 


The two sides condemned these dangerous activities by imperialist states and the 
concentration of their military forces in the Red Sea, Gulf and Indian Ocean area, 
the expansion of existing military bases and the creation of new ones, as well as 
their attempts to form new military and political blocs, and re-affirmed their 
determination to make the region a zone of peace. 


The two sides agreed that the installation of military bases by the U.S. administra- 
tion in Somalia and Oman and all military manoeuvres in the region, pose direct and 
serious threats to Socialist Ethiopia and the People's Democratic Republic of Yemen 
as well as to peace and security of the states of the region. They condemned 

the installation of such bases in the region and called for their speedy and uncon- 
ditional dismantlement. 


In this respect, the two sides hailed the peace initiative taken by the USSR, as 
enunciated by Comrade President Leonid Brezhenev during his last state visit to 
India, which provides for the region to be free from all military alliances and 
activities which are the root-causes for tension, insecurity and instability. 


Both sides expressed serious concern over the attempts by imperialist and reaction- 
ary forces to divide African countries, aggravate the situation in Africa and under- 
mine the effectiveness of the Organization of African Unity (OAU). They condemned 
these nefarious attempts and any interference, direct or indirect, by such forces 
in the internal affairs of independent African countries. 


In this respect, both sides strongly urged these imperialist and reactionary forces 
to desist from blatant and unwarranted interference in African affairs not only 
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because it contravenes the Charter principles of both the OAU and the U.N. but 
because it aleo constitutes 4 conepiracy aimed at nullifying the great progrese made 
by the OAU during the last eighteen years in solving African probleme within an 
African context, 


The two sides reiterated their determination to pursue a policy which would promote 
an atmosphere of mutual underetanding and good-neighbourliness in the Red Sea,

[Text] The Second Regular Plenary Meeting of the Central Committee of COPWE ended 
Thureday night after four days of deliberations on important national issues and 
the issuance of 4 series of resolutions on the country's immediate and long-tere 
objectives. 


The meeting «4 with an inepiring closing addrese by Comrade Chairman Mengietu 
Haile-Marias, who also chaired it throughout. 


The series of resolutions appeared in yesterday's Special Ieeue of SERTO ADER, the 
Organ of the Central Committee of COPWE. The resolutions were on the strengthening 
of peasants, women's and youth and urban ‘wellere' associations ae well as workers, 
professional associations and discuesia. forums. 


The meeting also passed 4 series of resolutions on iseves related to economic 
reconstruction, product‘on relationship, ofl, Government revenue and expenditure, 
foreign exchange, forest resources, « « ployment, the nomadic population, national 
defence, the secessionist bands in Nu~thern Ethiopia and Proletarian International - 
iem. 


On ideology, the COPWE Central Committee meeting said greater efforts should be 
exerted to raise the ideological consciousness of the working people in order to 
withetand the machinations of class enemies of the masses. The role of the inform- 
tion media in disseminating Marxise-Leniniem was in thie connection underlined. 


The resolution on mee organisations lauded the revolutionary activities of the 
All Ethiopia Trade Union (AETU). It said that AETU has to strengthen its organisa- 
tional capabi'ity to live up effectively to ite responsibilities in the light of 
the present eee of development attained by the Revolution. 


The resolution urged that he task of strengthening AETU should begin urgently so 
that the organisation would function in keeping with the pace attained by the 
Revolution. Concerned Goverm and mass organiestions were called upon to play 
their role in organising unions that Save been disorganised for one reason or 
another and othere that have not been organised as yet. 


The resolution described as «ncouraging ti + effo~te put up by workers to boost 
production and improve social services. To fur fr strengthen this strong point, 








the resolution proposed the iesuing of 4 guideline at 4 central level regarding 
ace laliat competition and emulation, 


Ae fegards the All Ethiopia Peasants Aseoctiati.a (ARPA), the resolution alee com 
gended the role played by the organieation eo that the Ethiopian Revolution would 
ocoupy ite rightful place in the tintermationa! scene, It resolved, however, that 
the further strengthening of ARPA was essential eo that the peasant will become « 
strong are of the Revolution in the light of the present stage attained by the 
revolutionary process. 


The resolution urged work to be undertaken to further etrengthen ARPA, making refer= 
ence to the preparations being made to convene the organisation's Third Congress, 


A call wae 4ieo made in the resolution for ARPA to draw up an Action programme 

which ie well co-ordinated with the Gewernment's plan after receiving the necessary 
support and guidelines, This, the resolution noted, will pave the way towards the 
expansion of social services in rural Ethiopia and increase the participation of the 
peasants within their present organisational eet up. 


In connection with women's organisation, the resolution called on a1] concerned to 
create the necessary conditions for the training of women cadres. Such an endeav- 
our, it was noted, would facilitate the realisation of the objectives to further 
improve the condition of women and to enhance their participation in the revolu- 
tionary process. 


The resolution referred to the setting up of the Revolutionary Ethiopia Women's 
Association (REWA) from rural and urban basic associations to the national level. 
it eaid that ite services should not be limited to ite over four sillion members 
alone but should greatly expand in scope eo that 411 appropriate questions regard- 
ing women of Revolutionary Ethiopia would find relevant anever.. 


With particular reference to unemployed women eking out 4 bare existence by 
resorting to anti-social practice, the resolution called on further co-ordination 
and planning of efforts aimed at giving euch women vocational education that would 
make them gainfully employed in productive activities. 


Regarding youth, the Central Committee of COPWE called on 411 revolut ‘onary citi- 
zens to extend due cooperation to thie sector of society to help thee play effec- 
tively their role in the class truggle, and resolved that existing youth assoc ia-~- 
tions should have the required influence over their sembership while youth yet to 
get organized should do so with ainiaue delay. 


The Central Committee's resolution on youth said the Revolutionary Ethiopia Youth

and which would help them idencify the correct and genuine political orientation and 
discard undesireabie cultural influences. [as published) 
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A call wae aise made by the COPWE Central Committee to a1! pertinent bodies and 
concerned revolutionaries to prepare the youth, both mentally and physically, for 
any service whieh the Motherland deeme necessary including services in national 
defence and socialist patriotion to safeguard the Revolutionary Motherland, 


On urban dwellers’ asece lations the COPWE Central Committee lauded the immense 
achievements made during the last five years of revolutionary struggle while not ing 
certain shortcomings stemming from lack of experience and the abeence of clearly 
defined and timely procedural directives, 


Ae the necessary preparations for the third-round elections of of f ice-bearere of 
urban dwellers’ associations throughout the country are now being finalized, The 
COPVE Central Committee meeting called for the strengthening of these seeoe lations 
and redressing their shortcomings to provide improved and efficient services to the 
urban macces. 


The Central Committee has recomended the issuance of 4 centralised directive for 
professional and crafts asecciations to help promote their creative abilities 
towards the nations! . onetruction efforte, etrengthen the activities of such assoc i- 
atione already ci sanized and facilitate conducive conditions for othere to be 
organized. 


The Central Committee urged full collaboration and support for discussion forums in 
the dissemination and propagation of the Marxist-Leninist ideology among govern- 
ment and masse organizations, cooperatives end the broad masses in genera), and for 
the application of the new directives on “iscussion forums so that OCOPVE's siesion 
in establishing the party of the workin« people would be fulfilled. 


An ll-point resolution of the Centra. Committee on economic construction and produc- 
tion relations attaches great importance to the agricultural sector of the economy 
with priority in expanding and etrene h aing producers’ co-operatives. As to the 
industrial sector, the resolution raced increasing step by step of the contribu- 
tion of the industrial production tc che national economy to meet the ever - 
increasing materia) needs of the wr rking people while at the same time promot ing 
light and cottage industries in order to create the bases for heavy industry. 


it wae noted that aithough the productivity lewel of the handicraft sector was 

low, it accounted for more than 5O per cent of the overall industrial production and 
ae euch priority should also be given to thie sector to expand and etrengthen handi- 
crafte producers’ co-operatives. 


On the importance of the country’s ability to generate power for industrial expan- 
sion, it wa« ‘ccided to give adequate attention to establishing emall, sedium and 
big power generatu° stations utiliging water and thermal resources lest power 
shortage becomes an obstac © to economic progress. 


On prospecting and utilizing sineral resources of the country, the Central Com- 
mittee decided thet immediate moeseur.4 be taken 60 a6 to provide essential raw 
materiale for home industries and at the same time to accumulate the requisite 
wealth for strong socialist construction. 





The strengthening of governments! and mese organisations engaged in the distribu- 
tiene of essential goods was urged to withetend the shortage and escalating price 
of essential goods due to shortcoming in dietribution and thereby save the consumer 
from exploiting serchente, 





Qn the high cost of petroleum, the COPWE Central Committee said the government 
wee subsidising the country's of1 teport by 11 @illion Birr eonthly and urged the 
Community at large in economiging petrol and similar producte to save foreign 
enc hange 


Governmental organisations were called upon to economize and sinisize expenditures 
to curb deficit financing and ensuing pressures, while at the same time etrengthen- 
ine financial and manpower resources needed to control illicit trading which rob 
the country's legitimate revenue and foreign exchange. 


Ae regards foreign exchange control, the COPWE Central Committee eaid efforts 
should be made to increase the variety, quality and quantity of export goode and 
replace imported goode 46 @uch a6 possible with home made ones. 


The Central Committee aieo called for forestry development echeme within the 
country's 10-year plan under the co-ordination of forestry and wildlife and soil 
and water conservation agencies. 


Health Services 


The Central Committee noted that the inadequate health services inherited from the 
defunct feudo-burgecis regime increased from 15 to 45 per cent in the last ix 
yeare because of the great emphasie the Revolutionary Covernment put on improving 
the health service of the aaeses. It wae noted that eagonge the areas given proper 
attention wae the innocculation campaign againet six major children's disease.

In order to ensure the healthy upbringing of children who would be leadere of 

the new Ethiopia, the Central Committee etreeeed that the inocculation campaign be 

strengthened with efficient organieation and manpower and urged 411 revolutionaries 
to cooperate in agitating, inetructing and coordinating the broad gasses to acce!l-

The COPWE Central Committee said that unemployed citizens with basic elementary 
education be offered jobe through training in the sectors of the economy where 
manpower shortage is acute.

EDUCATION MINISTRY SEEKS ABOUT ONE-THIRD OF NATLONAL BUDGET 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 24 Feb 61 pp i, 6 
[Article by JM Cassell) 


{Text} As the Liberian Government re-examines its educational policies, the 
Ministry of Education has called on the PRC to allocate WO percent of the national 
budget for educational pruposes. 


This measure, according “o the Ministry's 1980 annual report, would serve to 
improve and expand the nation's mediocre educational facilities in order to cater 
to the ever increasing school population. 


Stressing the need for restructuring educational establishments in order to 
provide direction in the new era and transform the values and attitudes which are 
anachroniems of the past, the report noted that the University of Liberia and 

the Cultington College, ought to be regarded as the main centers for manpower 
development and as such, suet be given adequate financial resources to upgrade 
their standards, improve their productive capacity, and turn out graduates with 
the orientation, dedication and ability for national development. 


But all this cannot be realized, with the meagre budgetary allotment with which 
the Ministry is operating on, the report implies. 


Citing deficiencies which are relative to the lack of adequate financial resources, 
the report added that one of the primary cause of poor education in this country 
is: “the teacher in Liberia is at the bottom of the payscale.” 


“Hie meagre income is 4 testimony to the sad state of our educational system. 
The lack of incentive for upward mobility in the society, turns the teacher into 
4 poverty-stricken victim, rendering profitable services for scanty returns,” 
saye the report. 


The report disclosed that, the tragedy of the teacher takes place against the 
background of opulent living by Government officials and bureaucrats who have the 
same Guaéiifications or at times sven less than that of the teacher. In order 

to adjust to the reality around sim, the teacher is forced to abandon the teaching 
profession and look for another job with statue sy@bole, it disclosed.

WE SYEN WARNS AGAINST INTERFERENCE IN LABOR MATTERS

has warned those who have no juriedication over labor matters, to stop interfering 
in such matters.

The Co-Chairman, elaborating, on Decree number 12, said shortly after ousting the 
Tolbert government, anti-revo utionaries were advising some workers to cause indur- 
trial problems. 


As 4 result he stressed, government had to take steps to safeguard the national 
economy, thus leading to the issuance of Decree No. 12. He told the workers that 
as 8008 48 we are convinced that Decree No 12 is no longer necessary, it would be 
lifted in keeping with our commitment and obligation to 4 free people.” 


The Vice Head of State, however, said when workers agas- demande from employers 
for benefits, they guest be made through the proper channels and must be within 
the econsmic structure of the company involved. 


He urged workers to go through their union representatives in making representa- 
tions to ganagement, but if employer faile to look into their demands, they could 
aivaye forward their case to the Ministry of Labor for redress. 


fe warned that those resorting to strikes without first going through the proper 
channel, would not be allowed in the country, at 4 time vhen government is 
trying to rebuild the country’s economic systes. 
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The CowChairman, speaking on the cights and reaponsibilities of employees and 
management, revealed that the labor lawa of Liberia are being reviewed so aa to 
allow “wore fail labor practices.”

NPA BOARD OF DIRECTORS, MANAGEMENT CLASH 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 27 Feb 61 pp 1, 6 
[Article by Sam Johnson) 


[Text] National Port Authority Board of Directors and manages it are feuding 
over the reinstatement of recently die siesed workers at the Free Port of Monrovia. 


The Board of Directors .s contending that workers with valid excuses be rein- 
stated, and that dismissing them is “illegal.” Workers with tangible excuses, 
the Board said, are “innocent. “Valid excuses," according to the Board, applies 
to those workers whose day-offs fell on the Sunday of February 1, and those who 
were on absent or sick leaves, and vacations. 


The Managing Director, Anthony T. Tarpeh, on the other hand, contents in a reply 
to the Board that management had carried out the dismissal exercise taking into 
consideration the above mentioned vorkers. 


Mr Tarpeh argues that contrary to the Board's claims, management had exonerated 1) 
all Saturday strikers, 2) those not assigned on Sunday, 3) those with legitimate 
medical excuses, 4) those on absence leave or had the day-off, and 5) all 

those who were assigned in the night. 


Those subsequently diemissed were only workers required to report for duties that 
Sunday but failed to do so. 


This, he said, consequently and significantly reduced the number of employees 
affected from 775 and 216. “It is likely that this figure might be reduced 
further,” Tarpeh added. 


“We cannot conceive what suddenly warranted such a letter from the board through 
ite chairman, when in fact, the exercise and manner of resolving the situation 
was jointly discussed and fully endorsed by the Board,” Tarpeh contended. 


He said accusing sanagement of illegal diemiseal and replacement of some innocent 
workers during and after the strike” is indeed “disappointing, frustrating, and 
amount to 4 despicable sellout.” 
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The Board of Directors Chairman, Mr Michael JS Dolo, however, argues that some 
workers who in fact fell in the above categories were dismissed, Such dismissal, 
the board said was “arbicrary,” “misinterpretation and miscontrument" of the 
Head of State's directive. 


During the immediate diemissal following the Saturday abortive atrike Mr Tarpeh 
had told reporters that management could not exonerate anyone since all of them 
actively participated in the illegal strike. 

It is not yet known whether management have reinstated those with “valid excuses” 
diemiseed at that time. The Board and management agreed on February 17 that only 
workers who were required to report to work Sunday, February 1, but failed to do 
so, be dismissed. 


Meanwhile, according to our sources at NPA, a Board of Directors meeting is sche- 
duled for today to discuss these and other issues.

Premier Comments on University Events

[Interview with Premier Col Desire Rakotoarijaona: “Trouble Confined to One Campus 
Only") 


[Text] The Revolutionary Government has broken its silence on 
what one might well call the "1980-1981 university crisis.” 

Last Thursday evening, Premier Col Desire Rakotoarijaona, speak- 
ing for the Revolutionary Government, and Messrs Justin Rakoto- 
niaina, Manandafy Rakotonirina, Solo Norbert Andriamorasata, 
Radio Celestin, Remanindry Jaona, and Richard Andriamanjato, 
speaking for the Cultural and Social Committee of the CSR [Sup- 
rem Revolutionary Council] and the party members of the FNDR 
(National Front for the Defense of the Revolution] took to the 
airwaves and a Little TV screen to cast light on the events which 
took place in the capital on Tuesday, 3 February. Here is a free 
and complete rendition of the interview given to RTM [Malagasy 
Radio and Television] by the premier. 


[Question] Mr Prime Minister, could you explain to us what happened at the univer- 
sity? 


[Answer] Before answering this question, I would like first of all to emphasize that 
this affair does not involve all of the universities of Madagascar but is confined 
to the Antananarivo CUR [Revolutionary University Council?]. There are several 
establishments within the various CUR. And the s.irike involves only some of them. 


[Question] But why, Mr Prime Minister, are they sttiking? 


\Answer) Well, that would be a good question t onswer. But let us go back in time 
a little bit. They announced officially on 8 November of last year that they would 
go out on strike. We immediately summoned the strike icaders on the very next day 
to Mahazoarivo in order to get talks going. In particular, they demanded a reor- 
ganization of higher education. It is a good idea to recall chat the President ot 
the Republic, in the Red Book had already spelled out the foundations of higher 





education. It is also proper to remember that the Revolutionary Government issued 
Ordinance 78040 which is one step toward the implementation of educational reor- 
ganization, that ia, not only higher education but education as a whole, in ofder 
to bring it into line with the revolution, 


1 will now come back to your question; they are thus demanding this reorganization, 
Several days later however their demands changed entirely. Political demands took 
the place of technical questions connected with problems of education, Now, what 
are those political demands? 


During the meetings at Ankatso and in the tracta distributed at Antananarivo as well 
as during their speeches, they no longer concealed their derignse and they called 

for the elimination of the democratic institutions which the people has given it- 
self in a sovereign manner. In other words, the ANP [National Popular Assembly), 
the decentralized communities, as well as the CSR [Supreme Revolutionary Council} 
and the government. One must also emphasize that leaders of the old regime openly 
supported this strik» committee, Nor do they hide {n any way and in their latest 
tracts they operly ceciare that it is necessary to restore capitalism, since so- 
cialiem is not suit able for Madagascar. 


Question] Foreign press organs have been reporting on these events in recent days. 
What should we think about that, Mr Prime “Minister? 


Answer) That is true and this is first of all somewhat surprising. But the thing 
that holds our attention here is that the foreign media, radio, television, and 

the newspapers, talked about this a mouth before by prematurely announcing that the 
country supposedly was racked by fire and blood. Now, what lessons can we learn 
from that. That is very simple. What is going on in this country here is neces- 
sarily connected with the outside world. The troubles currently taking place in 
this country make no sense by theme vis. They are connected, as I said, with the 
outside world in an effort to cruch ‘he Malagasy revolution. 


[Question] Mr Prime Minister, cou'd you give us details on what happened in the 
capital on 3 February? 


\Answer) To satisfy your request, Jet us go back first of all to 16 January, that 
is to say, the date of the ceremony at Ambohitsorohitra. Let us look at the facts 
before and after that date. It must be admitted that it is difficult to deny that 
they had many sympathizers prior to that date. And in my opinion, this was because 
the majority of the people did not very well understard national affairs and were 
trying to get information during their meetings. But after the many explanat on: 
supplied on ‘+ January, we can say that their movement was totally dismantled. But 
they did not adm. hat they were defeated for the time being and they began to work 
on other plans. Ana sinc. their support ac Ankatso kept dwindling, they turned 
toward the more numerous secondary school students. On Tuesday, 3 February, they 
sent emissaries in a car wh. liowed the movement and who directed its course. 

But they ran into rejection from the high school students who told them in reply: 
"No! We will not follow you, You are from the universities, you already have your 
degrees, Let us get ours.” 


The Fanjakana took note of this attitude on t! - part of secondary students to pur- 
sue their courses of study and took its own steps to make sure that classes would 
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continue, The Revolutionary Gevernment then sent the forces of law and order to 
the high schools and the CRC [Secondary General Education Behool) in the capital 
te antee protection for students whe were ready te work, in view of that feet, 
full of anger, they attacked the [urces of law and order ae well ae the students 
whe wanted to work, We gust admit that a@ilitery personne! were hurt during these 
Clashes early in the gornivg of } February, Some students were injured when they 
were hit by fooks during (+ seme @orning, However, there are no losses of human 
life te be deplored i: uree of that germing, And since they failed, they 
ofganiced « march to ~ Square in the afternoon, The forces of law and order 
did theif job calmly, But what happened nent’ The demonstrators get them with « 
fain of feoke Wille their leaders, still on the wehicle, isewed theif orders! 
“Threw these frocks at them, throw these rocks.” Three soldiers were hit and two 
were seriously injured while « third one was knocked to the ground, The demon- 
stfatere took that opportunity to grab the weapone of those soldiers and to beat 
them They displayed bestiality wawerthy of Malagasy wiedow by knocking the 
soldier te the ground and then kicking hie, tn summery, we had two dead among ovr 
Silitary personne! in the panic which enewed, three demonstrators died in turn, 
let @ eay first of ali that the statement in one tract, distributed at 1300 on 1) 
May Square, reporting the death of 4 girl, wae tmeorrect. All of the three dead 
among the demonstrators were gen, We young gir! fell wictia to anything, 4ithough 
thie lie wae epread around by trowblemakere to get the population aii stirred up. 
ly summery, there were two dead among the ailitary perecene! and three among the 
demonstratore=-all ales and not « single female. We are fully convinced that these 
three wictime among the demonetratore were sot even informed about the intent ions 
of the troublemakers and their plane. 1 want to take thie opportwmity to express 
our condolences to the families of the victiae and to bow our heads respectfully 
before their remains. 


[Question] Cowld you tell «6, Mr Prige Minister, the exact sumber of caeualties in 
the cowree of theee demonstrat ione’ 


|Anewer) Tt quest be noted that, a6 eyewitnesses to these events were able to see 

for thempeiwes, the forces of law and order displayed 4 wery cale attitude in spite 
of all of the possible prowocatione froe the demonstrators. It is obvious that they 
came from the people and that they are for the people. They were aware that their 
éuty wae to defend the rewolution and they carried owt theif @iesion in this spirit. 
We aust beliewe that, without this great rise in epirit, the country would have 
euperienced wnepestable misery Yow are asking @ for the number of casualties. 
Well, at the last count we had « total of 44, among the ailitary personne! and the 
ae mney Most of them hawe aiready gone home. Some however are still under

[Question] And what about those who died, Mr Prige Minister’ 


|Anewer!| | am glad you asked @e that question and I certainly want to anewer it, 
To tell you the truth, it would be 4 good idea to remember first of all the state- 
@ent [requentiy made by the Malagasy chief of state. The Malagasy revolution aust 
face incteasingly tougher tests a6 it progresses. Among those tests we have al- 
ready seen the rustiing of cattle, brush fires, theft of merchandise, unlawful 
price hikes, the epreading of falee rumors, and other acts of sabotage. But the 














thing we @ust widefscofe today is the employment of lies by troublemakers, When 
there are dead, a8 in the coufee of these events, officials from the appropriate 
services identify the victims, Bul since the three victimes among the demonstrators 
were found wot te wave any identity papers on them, we still de net know whe they 
are, Nevertheless, rumere and lies are aifeady being cifculated, Por example, it 
ie said that one ¢ udent died here and that 4 coed died there, Beth of these

[Rxcerpte) The Western Somalia Liberation Front fighting Ethiopia for the Ogaden 
desert region, has fired ite secretary-general and slashed ite leading central 
committee from 470 members to 51 in 4 wajor shakeup, front officials said Monday, 
Hasean Gurheam the new secretary of the Somali-backed front's foreign relations 
committee, eaid the former secretary-general, Abdullahi Hassan, was ousted and 
replaced by Mahamed Diriye Urdoh at a 10-day congress held last month in the Somalia- 
Ethiopian border town of Bakool. Speaking at the front's Mogadishu offices, Gurhan 
said the central committee was also streamlined because the former officials lacked 
the proper organization to handle new aspects of the conflict which has alternately 
simmered and raged since Soviet-backed Ethiopia won the 1977-8 Ogaden war with 
Somalia. 


Along with the leadership change, Urdoh said the front has launched a new military 
strategy, relying on hit-and-run tactice inetead of direct confrontation, to counter 
what he called Ethiopia's “Soviet-backed tactice of assimilation of Somalis in the 
Ogaden.” Urdoh charged Ethiopia with trying to eradicate all ethnic Somalis who 
fail to submit to the assimilation programme, with support froe “Warsaw Pact coun- 
tries and Soviet high technology.” He said Ethiopians are indiscriminately killing 
the predominantly ethnic Somali population and forcibly settling members of Ethio- 
pie's dorminant Amhara ethnic group in the area. Ethiopia denies the charges. 


Urdoh acknowledged that the front has suffered recent defeats, but aaintained 
that aside from Ethiopian wilitary garrisons in the major towne of Harar, Jigiiga 
and Dire Dawa, the front still controle the gajor part of the Ogaden. He denied that 
@ recent Ethiopian troop entrenchment at the border with Somalia is a sign of 
Ethiopian control. “It's aot true that they have been victorious by coming to the 
border,” he eaid. “They cannot stabilise themselves. We leave thee free to move 
and concentrate their forces before we attack in a hit-and-run fashion.”

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COMPENSATION FOR FORCED REMOVALS=<The Assembly--More than 12,000 people who were moved 
from three blackepote in the Tranevaal in 1979 were paid an average compensation of 
$53,20. “Black spote” are black-occupied land areas which have been designated “white” 
in teres of the Group Areas Act. The 12,769 living in black epote at Louis Trichardt, 
Pietersburg and Carolina, were paid 4 total of 0679,493 in compensation, This was 
disclosed yesterday by the Minister of Co-operation and Development, Dr Piet Koornhof, 
when he replied to 4 question which had been tabled in the House of Assembly by Mr 

Ray Swart (PPP Musgrave). Dr Koornhog said three black epote were moved in 1979 and 
none in 1980. The 6,466 people living in the black epot in Louis Trichardt were 
moved to the Lebows homeland, while the 1,584 at Pietersburg were moved to KwaNdabele. 
The 4,739 people at Carolina were soved to the KaNgwane homeland. Dr Koornhof said 

it wae not possible to estimate the total cost of the three resettlements because it 
could not be ascertained “without performing 4 considerable volume of work which is 
deemed unjustified”. The Government's policy is to remove 411 black spots and to 
resettie the people living in them in the homelands.

BLACK FPARMING--The Government has turned down a request by the National African Ped- 
erated Chamber of Commerce (Nafcoc) to grant black farmers the right to purchase and 
fare land countrywide. In ite reply, the Department of Co-operation and Development 
told Nafeoc thie would be contrary to Goverment policy. The request was one of 
several issues raised during 4 meeting between a Nafcoc executive delegation led by 
ite president, Mr Sam Motevenyane, and Dr Piet Koornhof, Minister of Co-operation 
and Development, last year. The Goverment's replies to Nafeoc's requests are re- 
ported in the latest editon of Nafcoc's “African Business” magazine. Nafecoe said 
several attempts had been made to involve organised white agriculture in making 4 
more significant contribution to the dewelopment of agriculture in black areas.

He, however, stressed that when it came to promotions, experience and qualifica- 
tions were taken into account. 


The Prime Minister's statement was prompted by attacks from backbenchers on the 
system of tribal balancing and ite effects on efficiency and output, 


Mr Nawa Ikachana (Nalikwanda) eaid there were some stock-borers in the divicion

"Tribalism and nepotism in the personnel division is so rife that many capable 
young @en have left in frustration.”

Elections 
could be held and the true leaders emerge.

There are two unione=-the Assoctated Mineworkers of Zimbabwe led by Noward bloom 
field with 16,000 members and the newly-formed Zimbabwe Mineworkers’ Union led by 
ZANU (PF) activiet Webster Owekwerere with an unknown membership.

{Text} Sunshine te needed to improve crope generally and in particular to pre- 
vent deterioration in the cotton crop, it has been reported. 


A crop report by Conex saye sunny periods hewe been ecarce in the last fortnight 
and gore sun v.i0 dry periods is essential ‘or the cotton crop where boll rot 
and shredding are reducing potential yields. 


In Mashonaland Worth Virginia tobacco ie ripening fast and ecarcity of labor and 
facilities have caused leaf lose in many places. 


The yield of Burley tebacce has been reauced by the wet weather, but 4 very good 
potential crop is expected from soya beans. 


The bulk of the maiece crop in thie area is now guaranteed and sore sun will 
improve the grain quality and grade. 


Sunshine is urgently needed for cotton, which hase had pood vegetative growth and 
slight bottom bo.) loss, the report said. 


There has been increased lodging of the maize crop, which is starting to show 
cob rot and some sprouting. 


The raine have caused tall cotton crops and pest control is difficult or impossi- 
ble in some cases. 


“Sun is badly needed to sustain the top crop which will be wery important thie 
year,” the report says. 


The irrigated groundnut crop is near to lifting, but thie will prove difficult 
or impossible. 


The veld is wet and often waterlogge’ and several omall dame have breached. 
in the Victoria province, the maize crop ‘s estimated to be the best grown to 


date. While there is some waterlogging on ligh «r soils, the bulk of the crop 
will mature with no further rain. 














Recessive cloud and @ ‘eture have laduced extensive shredding in the cotton ctop, 
and peste are quite serious, 


Rain hae hampered apraying in the area. 
The lifting of groundnuts ie difficult and there ie some eprouting in pode. 
Legumes are showing great promise and clear weather te needed. 


In Manicaland--where heavy rains caused damage and flooding=-there were five 
daye of dry weather at the end of least senth. 


Flue-cured tobacco te ripening very fast in the warmer areas, but growere in the 
cooler areas of Rusape and Weadlande are having to wait. 


The bulk of the maize crop is very promising, aithough there ie waterlogging and 
some lodging. 


The groundnut and soya bean crops are promieing, while too much rain has affected 
spraying of deciduous fruit. 


The coffee crop ie satiafactory, although there have been apraying problem. 


In the Midlands the maize crop ise generally good although lodging is becoming 
gore serious and late weeds are 4 problem, the report says. 


The cotton and soya bean crops are generally good, while growndnute are suffering 
from the wet conditions. 


In Matabeleland, where rain wae patchy during the fortnight, irrigated crope are 
generally good, with dryland crops extremely variable depending on the time of 
planting. 


The condition of cattle and water supplies is good and veld conditions mainly 
excellent.
